They explained 
the mistaken identity resulted 
froma war-time practice of Wil- 
liam which he employed after be- 
ing drafted into the Army. They 
said William would go AWOL and 
take the identity and draft card 
of Wilson, who was listed as a 4-F. 
They said William frequently used 
Wilson’s name. 

During the investigation and 
hunt for Turner, Sheriff Potts said 
the Meriwether County Sheriff 
had declared he and Wallace were 
eating dinner at the time the slay- 
ing was supposed to. have taken 
place.

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Let Mr. Beasley Resign Immediately 


by the Acting Governor’s manifest disre- 
gard for its reputation. 

The Acting Governor’s political naivete 
is one of his refreshing attributes. But we 
refuse to believe he honestly assumes’ that 
Mr. Beasley is capable of entirely divorc- 
ing himself from the Highway Depart- 
ment—and any thoughts of what he may 
do when he returns thereto—for the dura- 
tion of the campaign. And even if Mr. 
Beasley were capable of such superhuman 
behavior, the knowledge that he would 
again be the acknowledged head of the 
Highway Department beginning the day 
after the campaign is over would be an 
implied threat of which everyone with 
whom he dealt could not be unaware. 

Mr. Beasley should resign, unequivo- 
cally and irrevocably. 

He should do so immediately before 
the Highway Department loses whatever 
vestige of public confidence it yet has. 

And the people of Georgia should elect 
legislators pledged to remove control of 
the Highway Department from the Gover- 
nor’s office so that never again can our 
intelligence be affronted by so brazen an 
admission of the use to which it is being 
put, 


The need for removing Georgia’s High- 
way Department from politics was never 
more clearly emphasized than by the un- 
concerned manner in which Acting Gov. 
Thompson announced that State Highway 
Director John Beasley is being given a 
leave of absence from June 15 until Sept. 
9—the day after the Democratic primary 
—to manage the Thompson campaign. 


It is not so much that this apparently 
confirms the charges of the Acting Gov-. 
ernor’s opposition that Director Beas- 
ley has been directing the Thompson 
campaign from the most strategic position 
within the administration, doling out road 
contracts in return for promises of sup- 
port. The- long-suffering taxpayer long 
since has become inured to the misuse of 
highway funds for political purposes. 


_ But Mr. Thompson’s assumption that 
Mr. Beasley can be given a “leave of ab- 
sence” for the duration of the campaign is 
an apt commentary on the disdain in 
which the average Georgia politician has 
come to hold the Highway Department. 
Any remaining regard which the average 
Georgian might have had for the integrity 
of the Department is certainly jeopardized 


Outside Interference Loses Again 


The inevitable result of overzealous 
criticism of internal affairs by outsiders 
is sharply illustrated by the defeat in 
South Africa of Jan Christian Smuts and 
the overwhelming victory of the Nation- 
alist Party. 


were ready to war against the South for 
the*same offense 45 years later. 


Southerners do not claim to be immune 
from criticism. But the average South- 
ernér, viewing the Frank Hague terror 
in Jersey City, the Kelly-Nash shenani- 
gans in Chicago and the Pendergast party 
in Kansas City, cannot help but wonder 
about people in glass houses. 


In South Africa segregation of the na- 
tives and Europeans is far more rigid than 
is segregation of blacks and whites in the 
Southern States. This policy has come in 
for a great deal of criticism from overseas 
sources. But far from yielding to this 
criticism, voters.in South Africa have 
done the perfectly natural thing of put- 
ting in office a party which promises 
more, not less, of the same. 


Neither can he attribute to anything 
but hypocrisy the treatment of Negroes 
and other minority groups in Northern 
and Eastern centers by those who profess 
great love for these groups when speak- 
ing down turned-up noses in the South. 


That is why the louder professional 
do-gooders in these places shcut about the 
South the more inclined are Southern 
voters to put in office those who promise 
a tightening of the reins in preference 
to those who would like to see such prob- 
lems seek .heir own level. 


In South Africa or Southern United 
States human nature is pretty much the 
same, and it reacts in the same manner 
to criticism which, however well meant, 
too often defeats its purpose by its own 
intensity. 


Resentment of outside interference is 
not, as many would have us believe, con- 
fined to the Southern portion of the 
United States. It is a universal trait. It 
plainly was exhibited in New England in 
the closing days of the War of 1812, when 
that region came very near to seceding 
from the Union because an embargo, or- 
dered by an unfriendly national adminis- 
tration at Washington, was interfering 
with trade. The sons of some of those 
who advocated secession of New England 
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Is Sec. Marshall Still at the Wheel? 


WASHINGTON—It is important to realize that for all practical purposes, Secretary of State 
George C. Marshall has not been in full control of the formation of American foreign policy for 
some time. The Palestine problem is the most delicate and dangerous single problem that has con- 

fronted this country for many years. If mishandled, it is capable of bringing down in ruins the 
whole laboriously erected structure of our foreign relations. Yet Palestine policy has lately in effect 
been formulated in a sort of no-man’s land, somewhere between the Democratic National Committee 


and the White House. 

This of course represents a return to the state 
of affairs that prevailed until a few months ago. 
Equally, of course, it will be denied that there 


has been any such return. And it is true that 
Sec. Marshall and his staff are still drafting the 
formal instructions for Sen. Warren R.- Austin 
at Lake Success. 

This, however, does not represent real control 
of policy formation. Specifically, Sec. Marshall 
was expelled from the driver’s: seat with the 
surprise appointment of Maj. Gen. John S. Hill- 
dring as State Department Palestine advisor. 
This appointment was amnounced to Marshall 
and Undersecretary of State Robert A. Lovett by 
advance dope stories in the press, which con- 
tained the planted interpretation that the State 
Department was thus being superseded. Since 
then, on two vital steps, the advice of Sec. Mar- 
shall and his staff has once been ignored and 
has once not been solicited. 


Specifically, Sec. Marshall and Under- 
secretary Lovett opposed the precipitate 
recognition of the State of Israel. They 
favored rapid recognition. But they want- 
ed time to notify London and other friend- 
ly and interested capitals, and to g0 
through the normal formalities in Pales- 
tine. The President insisted upon dra- 
matic, immediate action (or rather the 
President’s personal advisors induced the 
President to act dramatically and imme- 
diately) because it was desired to placate 
the American Zionists and forestall the 
Russians. 


They asked him to choose between again revers- 
ing his Palestine policy, or doing without the 
support of the New York delegates for his re- 
nomination, 

This vital development seems to have coin- 
cided with the decision of David K. Niles, White 
House liaison with the Zionists, to leave his post 
unless Palestine policy was changed. Whether 
there was any connection, is not known. At any 
rate, the President bowed to the New York 
leaders. And Niles, whose hand can be visibly 
traced in the events described above, stayed on 
at the White House. 

It is difficult to foretell how long these in- 
fluences will continue to mold American Pales- 
tine policy. There may have been another shift 
in the unpredictable balance of power at the 
White House in the last day or so. There have 
been reasons for such a shift. Several American 
diplomats in leading positions offered their resig- 
nations as soon as they learned of the state of 
affairs in Washington and were only persuaded 
to stay on by the personal intervention of Sec. 
pig staff. The President’s desk is pfled 
high with other danger signals from overseas. 

It is further reliably reported—although this 
cannot obviously be coniirmed with assurance— 
that Sec. Marshall has personally warned the 
President that he is running the gravest possible 
risks. The President’s political position is -al- 
ready bad enough, but thout Marshall, he 
would simply cease to exist. A warning from 
this source cannot, therefore, be ignored. Per- 
haps the President will change again. Perhaps 
he will permit Marshall to support the British 
resolution before the Security Council, with cer- 
tain agreed amendments, as is now planned. The 
test here is, in effect, between Marshall and 
Niles, who will certainly urge a different course. 
The outcome remains to be seen. 


Again Sec. Marshall and his staff were not 
consulted before the President invited Dr. Chaim 
Weizmann to the White House. Dr. Weizmann 
is one of the great men of our time, to whom 
any courtesy from President Truman must be 
an inadequate tribute. But the fact remains that 
the Weizmann visit was at least made to appear 
a major development of American policy. Over 
this development, Sec. Marshall had no control. 
And this development, furthermore, came close 
to upsetting the crucial talks in London between 
Ambassador Lewis Douglas and Foreign Sec. 
Ernest Bevin, which Sec. Marshall did control. 


This sort of thing is all the more astonishing 
because President Truman is known to feel for 
Sec. Marshall something of the admiration of the 
lower classman for the football hero. There is, 
however, an explanation. The explanation will 
surely be denied even nore vociferously than 
the existence of the state of affairs it explains: 
yet the facts have been learned on undoubted 
authority and deserve to be set down. The plain 
truth is that the New York Democratic leaders, 
Paul Fitzpatrick and Edward J. Flynn, some 
weeks ago gave the President a grim choice. | 


Meanwhile, it must be said that none of 
the foregoing necessarily reflects, or is 
intended to reflect, on the wisdom or un- 
wisdom of what has been done. The Pal- 
estine problem presents a choice, not be- 
tween good and evil, but between evil, 
more evil and most evil. While Sec. Mar- 
shall and his staff were briefly in full 
charge of Palestine policy, they cannot be 
said to have achieved any triumphant suc- 
cess. As to the recent conduct of Foreign 
Sec. Bevin, it is indefensible. 


Yet while the substance of what the President 
has done may be defended, the method has been 
downright shocking. The President has again 
shown the world the unpleasant spectacle of a 
divided administration, making policy on a life- 
and-death issue for extraneous. considerations 
and by palace maneuver, There can be no ex- 
cuse for this.

Failure By the time a man has got himself along to 40 and 50 
years of age, more or less, and has been engaged in 
the give-and-take of making a living out of this and that sort of 
work, he has so compromised himself and his ideals that he is 
caught in a sort of trap. He is involved with stocks and bonds, 
and his loyalties are bound by his work and his job. His ideals are 
watered down or wiped out, and he has become more or less cyni- 
cal about himself, to say nothing of his cynicism about his Govern- 
ment and his society. He is full of fears and ‘he weighs everything 
before he acts. He is a sucker for catch-word phrases and he runs 
with the pack and howls when the pack howls and has all the other 
instincts of the pack. a 
He almost has to do this, and I am noét in here to lash him for 
it, but merely to point out tnat such a pack of human beings, no 
matter how financially successful, isn’t much of an inspiration to 
young people. Very often, young people will admire some old 
drunken philosopher, of some fellow who is viewed verv dimlv 
by the pack as a loafer and a failure merely because he is not 


running with the pack. 
Worst I guess maybe the worst generation was mine. We were 
a part of World War I. But, having won the war 
and given the world one of its greatest displays of endeavor in 
behalf of decency in the world, we came home saying We were 
a lot of suckers and that our money and our lives had been spent 
in vain. We preached the fact that defending one’s country was 
a sucker business and that the rest of the world could go to hell 
in a hack and we wouldn't lift a hand. 


The truth of it was that it wasn’t our 
vain, but we who had lived in vain. 

I used to think about that in Europe during the recent war, 
watching the young men go off in the fighters and bombers, and 
later seeing others dead on battlefields or moving up, committed 
to battle. I'd Wondered where in God's world they got all the 
courage and all the magnificent integrity of self that they showed, 
Because we hadn't given it to them. We had been preaching a 
narrow, cynical “don’t be a sucker’ philosophy.

Qualities It requires a lot of one or two qualities to make a

About all you can 
say is that ideals, integrity, honesty, a passion for justice, and 
a religious faith as opposed to a religious dogmatism, are the best 
working tools to take out into life. That sounds corny, as they 
say, but it is true. Few persons can say they planned their lives 
to be what they have become. 

Life can be lovely or sad, but it likely will be a measure of 
both. And adults are pretty questionable characters to give ad- 
vice about how to live, since their own lives too often represent 
failure in that subject.

It points out that Navy and Air Force spokes- 
men have just testified that their forces do not 
need selective service, and that the Army alone 
insists en conscription. Yet the Army has sabdo- 
taged voluntary enlistments by raising the en- 
trance grade to a point where it rejects about 
half of those who try to enter the Army, by 
lengthenin, the term of enlistment, and by fail- 
ure to promote adequately the welfare of its non- 
commissioned personnel. Furthermore, the Army 
has made no effort to equip and train its reserves. 

The report also indicates the deterioration in 
home life, standard of living, system of free en- 
terprise, and civil liberties that will take place 
if we adopt this compulsory system. 

It states that the Army has spent great sums 
of the taxpayers’ money in propaganda to ob- 
tain conscr’ption, that—to further its purposes 
—it alleges we are weak when we are in reality 
strong, and that it is largely responsible for the 
hysteria of the past months. 

And the report. declares: “It is significant 
that every major nation in history which has had 
peacetime conscription inevitably has been led 
into war and eventually to defeat and utter ruin.”

FEPC and the South 


Editor Constitution: I do not quite see why 
the Southern Representatives and Senators are so 
strongly opposed to a Federal Fair Employment 
Practice Act to forbid racial discrimination in 
job opportunities when it seems clear that such 
a measure if enforced would be to the economic 
advantage of the South. 

The proposed Federal Fair Employment Prac- 
tice Act applies only to industries hiring 50 or 
more people. Agriculture and the small locally 
owned industries in the South, therefore, would 
naturally be exempt. If the larger industries, 
which are mostly Northern owned, had to pay 
their Negro employees equal pay for equal work, 
and had to give them opportunities for better- 
paying jobs if they were qualified, the 
mainly would come out of the pockets of North- 
ern stockholders, and would be spent with local 
merchants in the South instead of mainly in the 
North. Clearly the South would gain from a 
strictly economic point of view. 

In far as it is true that economy of the 
South is a colonial economy, Southern Congress- 
men and Southern publicists are not serving the

Charity Should Center About the Church 


In the section where this is written, all crops were short last year because of drought, and too 
much rain at the wrong time, and people were asking help before the year was out. 


Some appeared at our place as early as a few 
days before Christmas. The children needed 
clothing, and there was no money to buy “Santa 
Claus” for them. Would I help? 


For the first time in my life, I sent them 
to the church—that is, to the preacher I happen 
to know best—having previously discussed the 
matter with him and learned that he wasn’t 
opposed to the idea. 

It isn’t a new idea. In various lands and in 
various periods, it has been used for thousands 
of years. 


The idea is that all members of a re- 
ligious body should take their tithes or 
lesser offerings to the church, and let the 
church bear the responsibility and receive 
eredit for giving help to those who need it. 
That is the “Scriptural way.” 


Each individual is entitled to his own 
opinion and his own method of giving. But for 
me it has suddenly become wrong to give 
privately, with my name directly or indirectly 
attached to the gift. 

I believe the Lord meant exactly what He 
said when He told us to do our giving so se- 
cretly that one hand won’t know what the other 
is doing. And I believe that admonition is 
spiritually wise and psychologically sound. 

The reason for it was obvious. The same 
sums of money, though given in various ways,

would do equal good. But the effect on the 
givers would be different. 

And since only a saint can give publicly 
without also giving some thought to public 
opinion, one’s motive is likely to be less 
“worldly” if he gives in secret and lets the 
church have the publicity. 

However this plan might affect the individual, 
there will be little difference of opinion about 
the effect on the church. 

The ehurch would have plenty of money. 
People would become accustomed to the idea 
that the church is the source and center of all 
benevolence. And those in need, which may 
at any time include any of us, would almost 
instinctively turn to the church for help. 


What prestige: that would give to the 
church! How many hearts would be won 
by such kindness! The most effective way to 
preach brotherly love is to show that it 
works. 


The giver need not lose control of his gift. 
If his conscience directs him to give part of his 
tithe or offering to CARE or the Near East 
Foundation or any other cause, he can give it 
with that understanding.

Is the Commerce Department Blameless? 


WASHINGTON—In a recent case in Washington, a Government employee whose daughter had 
gone over to the Communists as a worker in their news bureau was held up as a tragic example 
of that wicked personal scandal and humiliation which good men suffer at the hands of hot-eyed 


patrioteers. .This sort of thing would deter many fine fellows from entering the service of the re- 
public and a scornful reproach was strongly implied in the renewed expression of confidence in the 
poor, suffering parent of an erring child when he was invited to stick it out, nevertheless, for Old 


Glory. 

This wretched victim of the ingratitude of 
popular government is employed in the Depart- 
ment of Commerce. He seems to have been 
blameless, but it is a pertinent fact that the 
same Department of Commerce freely gave the 
Soviet Government copies of all the patents that 
it wanted, which meant all the patents that it 
considered useful for its purposes, at 10 cents a 
copy, later raised to 25 cents, postpaid. It is 
the same Department in which Henry Wallace 
planted his friend, Louis Horch, the New York 
speculator in silver, gold and foreign money, who 
was the financial backer or sucker for Nicholas 
Roerich, the god-man or guru. 

During Wallace’s time as Secretary of the De 
partment of Agriculture and later, when Roose- 
velt gave him a thing called the Board of Eco- 
nomic Warfare with which to amuse himself 
and his strange friends, Henry provided two jobs 
for a nudist who held that ladies and gentlemen 
should go naked at their work in shop and office 
and even in elevators and subways in the rush 
hours.

While the raise to two clubs 
is a distinct underbid, (I would 
personally not choose to run the 
risk of a pass by partner), it has 
certain merit. It tends to relieve 
partner’s anxiety about the 
weakness of the trump suit and 
furthermore a raise from one to 
two in a minor suit is usually 
somewhat better than the or- 
dinary raise, because with a very 
mediocre hand partner will be 
more inclined to bid one of a 
suit instead of increasing the 


| contract. When this raise comes 


in North has a reasonable ex- 
pectancy of running six club 
tricks, which with his two aces 
brings the total to eight. If part- 
ner has another taking trick, a 
no-trump game is within reach, 
provided the opposition does not 
run off with too many heart 
tricks.
